3. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: The graphical numerals 72 and 74 recited on page 6, lines 13-14 of the 
specification must be shown in the drawing. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, 
applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The above changes to claim 23 overcomes the Jidoki reference. Claim 23 now recites that 
when a winning set of indicia is randomly selected and displayed on the first gaming unit, the 
player wins a prize. In Jidoki's game, when cards are randomly selected and displayed on the 
display monitor 1 1 no prize is won. A prize is won only after the bonus wheel is rotated and 
stopped. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
